City's Leadership Changes 

As city faces retirement in June of three key city employees. 
City Manager James K. Giese, City Clerk Gudrun Mills, and City 
Treasurer and Director of Administrative Services Casimir R. Pry- 
byl, city council employs executive search firm to conduct nationwide 
search for Giese’s replacement. Council also appoints Assistant City 
Manager Michael P McLaughlin to serve as Acting City Manager; 
Dorothy Lauber becomes Acting City Clerk. In early June, council 
selects Daniel R. Hobbs from more than 125 applicants to be new 
City Manager. In July, he assumes office and acts to fill vacancies. 
McLaughlin becomes Deputy City Manager and City Treasurer, as¬ 
suming responsibility for direction of Department of Finance and 
Administrative Services. Lauber is appointed City Clerk. Follow¬ 
ing a nationwide search, Hobbs in October appoints Greenbelter Carl 
Hirsch as Director of Public Works, filling vacancy since George 
Smith’s retirement in previous year. 

In September, councilmember Joseph C. Isaacs announces plans 
not to seek another term. Rodney Roberts replaces him in Novem¬ 
ber 5 election. Gil Weidenfeld is re-elected Mayor, 

New Courthouse 

In January city council hears plans for construction of new 
Southern Maryland U.S. District Courthouse on site at Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center on Cherrywood Lane opposite Capital 
Office Park; later GSA agrees to building site being annexed by 
city. Council gives general approval to plans for $35 million, 180,- 
000 square foot, 10-story structure and GSA names three Green- 
belters to committee to select art work for courthouse. On October 
15, federal, state and local officials attend ground breaking ceremon¬ 
ies. 

Road Improvements 

As traffic in Greenbelt East increases. Greenbelt Road/Frank¬ 
fort Drive and Hanover Parkway/Glen Ora Drive intersections 
become Citizens, council, school board and State High¬ 

way Administration meet repeatedly, correspond, confer —- and 
disagree but light at Hanover and Glen Ora, under city jurisdiction, 
is installed. Not so at Frankfort Drive, where SHA maintains no 
light is warranted. School Board and many citizens disagree. If 
limited light, operated by school crossing guards, is installed, median 
must also be closed, says SHA, diverting school buses and cars onto 
Hanover Parkway and Mandan Road. Issue remains unresolved. 

Complicating matters are unknown impacts of relocation of Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway ramps eastward forming two T's on 
Greenbelt Road east of Parkway, each with a light. Work begins 
on moving ramps and widening Greenbelt Road bridge over the 
Parkway.

issue, stirs controversy.

Roosevelt Center 

Roosevelt Center, named Historic District, takes on new look 
as store fronts are repainted as in 1937—white above, gray below 
windowsills, and door and window frames and downspouts dark 
green. New thermal windows and doors, waterproofing of roofs, and 
installation of dark green awnings complete renovation. Paying 
for improvements is worked out in conservation easement between 
Center owner and city, freeing funds for parking lot renovations 
including unification of west lot with entrance to future Community 
Center. 

New businesses — tailoring added to valet shop and Beijing 
Restaurant — occupy refurbished Center stores, and Greenbelt Thea¬ 
ter recreates history with lobby photographs of original theater 
opening. At merchants’ and citizens’ request Gardenway-Crescent 
intersection becomes four-way stop. 

Senior Housing 

Policy questions arise concerning request by new group to sup¬ 
port construction of cooperative housing for senior citizens: 1) whe¬ 
ther public lands could be dedicated at no cost for such private use, 
2) whether proposed site—the library parking lot—is appropriate. 
Published picture of proposed 100-apartment building, showing 8- 
story structure behind library and Center School, stimulates strong 
community opposition. Committee withdraws proposal, citing exces¬ 
sive costs. As year ends, they explore possibility of purchasing 
existing Greenbelt building.

Elimination System (NPDES) 
permit application to the Mary¬ 
land Department of the Environ¬ 
ment for Municipal Separate 
Storm Sewer Systems. 

The purpose of the county’s 
NPDES program is to improve 
the water quality of streams and 
rivers by prohibiting the dumping 
or discharging of pollutants into 
our county's storm drain sys¬ 
tems- 

The public is encouraged to 
report any possible water pollut¬ 
ant problems or dumping activi¬ 
ties. Strange colors or odors in 
a stream at the end of a storm- 
drain pipe, dead fish, oil or foam 
floating on the water surface 
can indicate pollution and should 
be reported. For more informa¬

School Budget Crisis Aired 
At Roosevelt PTSA Meeting

‘We are in a crisis,” admitted State Senator Leo Green 
on Tuesday, December 3 at a meeting of the Eleanor Roose¬ 
velt High School Parent, Teacher, Student Association (PT¬ 
SA). He continued by noting that a crisis is both a danger 
and an opportunity. “We're becoming a second class country 
because of our lack of investment in education,” he said. 
Still, the crisis presented the opportunity to get people to 
reorder their priorities and decide that education is impor¬ 
tant. 


His analysis was not disputed 
by the audience as the group 
heard from a series of officials 
—County Council Chair Richard 
Castaldi, School Board Chair 
Suzanne Plogman, ERHS Prin¬ 
cipal Gerald Boarman, Prince 
Georges Chamber of Commerce 
President Tyler Webb and PTSA 
President Reginald Dunn. The 
audience responded with exam¬ 
ples of crisis and strenuously 

urged the government to do 

more now. 

As just one example of the 

crisis, Ms. Christiansen, an ERHS 
parent as well teacher in an¬ 

other county school, said that 
teachers were asking for dona¬ 
tions of paper. Dr- Boarman ex¬ 
plained that he allotted paper on 
a monthly basis and it was gone 
by the first week of the month, 
“Excess does not exist here,” he 
said. 

Teachers, agreed Christiansen, 
“are masters of saving money.” 
She was concerned about teacher 
burnout and suffering morale be¬ 
cause of the lack of resources 
and support for education. If 
the situation continued, the best 
teachers would leave the system, 
she said. 

Projected Deficit Growing 

The group heard with dismay 
that the situation would only 
get worse- Just that night Green 
had learned the state 1992 defi¬ 
cit was expected to be $200 mil¬ 
lion and the 1993 deficit was 
projected at one billion dollars. 
The audience was shocked and 
wondered how it had happened. 
The savings and loan and bank¬ 
ing crisis had caught up with 
the state. Green explained. He 
noted that both income tax and 
sales tax receipts were below 
last year although lottery re¬ 
ceipts were up slightly. In addi¬ 
tion, the Federal Government 
had cut impact aid and magnet 
school funds. 

Hugh Jascourt reminded peo¬ 
ple that the county had never 
caught up from TRIM, “It needs 
to be eliminated,” he said. Plog¬ 
man agreed that the cuts made 
because of TRIM had never been 
recovered - 

While the county was near 
the top of the state list of coun¬ 
ties in across the board per pupil 
spending, the PTSA pointed out 
that the school system was at 
the bottom of the list in several 
critical areas. These included last 
in money spent per student on 
instructional material, last in 
money spent per student for li¬ 
brary books and next to last in 
money spent per student for text 
books. Plogman noted that the 
majority of the school budget 


went to salaries and benefits. 

“The county's number one pri¬ 
ority is education,” Castaldi 
said- He noted that the county 
general fund was down 12 per¬ 
cent yet spending on education 
as a part of that was up. 

Yet with the decrease in the 
budget and the state shortfall 
being passed to the county, the 
result was less for education. 
The school budget (which began 
the year $1 million over budget) 
was reduced $9-8 million in fiscal 
year 1991 and then lost an addi¬ 
tional $14.6 million in Novem¬ 
ber as a response to the state¬ 
wide budget crisis- , 

Independent Taxing Authority 
Chip Stevenson, co-chair of the

mittee felt a larger slice of the 
pie needed to go to education. 
She suggested independent tax¬ 
ing authority for the schools. 
She. and others, noted that peo¬ 
ple would soon be leaving Prince 
Georges County and moving to 
areas with better schools. 

Seeing the same erosion com¬ 
ing to the county, the Prince 
Georges Chamber of Commerce 
had just passed a very unusual 
proposal for that organization. 
President Tyler Webb explained 
that the Chamber, representing 
1,000 businesses, felt higher tax¬ 
es were necessary in the short 
run, “We believe strongly that 
quality education is good busi¬ 
ness,” he said, 

A November 22 Chamber Busi¬ 
ness Alert stated, “The business 
community’s future labor force 
and economic strength is at 
risk ” The Chamber proposed a 
progressively rated surcharge on 
the Maryland income tax to fund 
shortfalls in higher education 
and increasing the county’s pig¬ 
gyback income tax from 50 to 
60 percent with 70 percent being 
dedicated to public education and 
30 percent to public safety. Both 
of these proposals would be sub¬ 
ject to annual review. 

Tax increases were called for 
by the audience also. Green, how¬ 
ever, felt the sentiment was not 
there in the legislature to raise 
taxes. He noted that most peo¬ 
ple are not willing to pay more 
taxes and where legislators 
raised taxes they were voted out 
of office. Further, dedicated tax-

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City Budget 

The year is marked by budget concerns, with city accountant 
warning of lower property tax revenues, while a hiring freeze and 
slowdowns in expenditures get city through 1990/91 budget year, 
a planned three-officer narcotics squad is eliminated and full budget 
review' is required to reduce expenditures in all city departments for 
fiscal 1992. When police officers protest less than expected ben¬ 
efits under new 25-year pension program, council approves penny 
increase in property tax to improve police benefits and those of long¬ 
time city employees. At year’s end, federal, state and county govern¬ 
ments are reducing payments to local governments, raising likelihood 
of additional problems next year. 

Outstanding Schools 

1991 is literally banner year for Eleanor Roosevelt High School 
(ERHS), which as one of eight outstanding high schools in Mary¬ 
land, is among 200 given national recognition as Schools of Excel¬ 
lence, entitling it to display “A Blue Ribbon School” banner. EPA 
head William K. Reilly visits ERHS to endorse Maryland’s partici¬ 
pation in Bush administration’s “America 2000” plan to improve Am¬ 
erican education. 

Center School likewise is selected as one of eight outstanding 
Maryland elementary schools. Odyssey of Mind Team places first in 
region, again advancing to state competition. A and B students re¬ 
ceive cards entitling them to free movies and bowling, pizza and 
other goodies from area merchants. As first county school to offer 
after-school program Center seeks federal grant to bring all social 
services for children at risk into one building—their school. 

Schrom Hills Park 

Some of Schrom Hills Park is completed and an open house held 
in October. Earlier plans for park are changed slightly to preserve 
two champion sized trees and three specimen trees. Two controver¬ 
sies remain: whether there will be a pond and whether ballfields 
will be lighted. 

Recycling 

County initiates curbside recycling in April for townhouses and 
single family houses in Greenbelt, then expands so that most resi¬ 
dents except Springhill Lake have at-the-residence recycling. By 
year's end 50 percent of households participate, recycling 15-20 
percent of the refuse produced in Greenbelt. The Co-op grocery store 
and service station also initiate recycling measures as does Capital 
Office Park. 

Swimming Pool 

Open House during Labor Day Festival whets appetites for 
opening of new indoor pool on September 28. Innovative construc¬ 
tion techniques, cheerful decor create bright warm, non-humid, non¬ 
echoing space with olympic-size lap pool, shallower training pool 
and hot tub with waterfall. The name “Greenbelt Aquatic and Fit¬ 
ness Center” is selected in contest but everyone calls it “the indoor 
pool,” 

City Notes 

The parks crew continued leaf 
collection and collected trash at 
all city parks. They started re¬ 
moving and repainting spring 
type play animals in the parks- 
The softball fence at Schrom 
Hills Park was installed. 

The horticulturist crew deco¬ 
rated two city holiday trees. Seed 
plugs were ordered for next 
year's planting- 

The crew’s work at Schrom 
Hills Park included unloading 
trees delivered to the park; re¬ 
moving netting on turf; repair¬ 
ing damage done to flower beds 
by cars; hauling mulch used for 
heeling and covering trees; stak¬ 
ing pathways for planting; stak¬ 
ing the alle; and installing drip 
irrigation system. 

The special details crew set 
out and adjusted traffic counters 
in the eastern section and had 
the snowplow repaired. They also 
repaired the diesel pump; dug

Much as it pains me to admit 
it, I am old enough to remember 
December 7, 1941, and like most 
people, I do remember where I 
was. 

Every Sunday I had a baby 
sitting job, although my charges 
were not babies, being 10 and 12 
years old. The boys claimed that 
they could not tolerate weekends 
without Judy, and to my gratifi¬ 
cation their parents affirmed 
that they felt .the same way. 

We entertained ourselves with 
radio programs when the weath¬ 
er was too cold for being outside, 
and Boston in December can be 
frigid. We were listening on that 
Dec. 7. when the news flash 
about the attack on Pearl Har¬ 
bor interrupted our program. As 
fairly recent emigres from Eu¬ 
rope, war seemed very real to 
us. After a moment of stunned 
silence, the boys reacted in a 
typical manner. Impulsive 
George fervently hoped that he 
would be able to enlist as soon 
as he was old enough- Peaceable 
Thomas hoped the war would be 
over long before that time. 

I myself decided to put off col¬ 
lege and take a war job as soon 
as I graduated from high school, 
which I did the following year. I 
arrived in Washington on 
Thankgiving Day of 1942, hav¬ 
ing been treated to a turkey din¬ 
ner on the train by a sailor on 
leave, I found an ad in a news¬ 
paper for a room to let, and be¬ 
gan my love affair with the Na¬ 
tion's Capital. 

My friends had warned me 
that I would be lonesome, home¬ 
sick, and that the men were out¬ 
numbered 10 to one by women. 
Neither of the first two predic¬ 
tions turned out to be true, and as 
for the men - the town was 
thronged with service men and es¬ 
sential war workers. I could have 
had a date every night!

which had to cover rent, food (in 
restaurants, since I had no kit¬ 
chen privileges), car fare, 
clothes, and everything else. I 
didn't mind the ration books, 
black-out curtains, or air raid 
drills. I was a teenager on 
my own in the most exciting 
city in the world, I went to bond 
rallies and parades, dances at 
veterans hospitals, and worked 
industriously at my government 
job, which entailed the shifting 
of oil field supplies to the areas 
in which they were most needed. 

My writing career got its start 
at the Petroleum Administration 
for War, which bad a bouse or¬ 
gan called “Life with PAW". I 
undeservedly was named Poet 
Laureate of that publication, 
solely because I was its only in¬ 
cumbent writer of doggerel. I 
was also asked to write a play 
for a festivity to be held at -the 
Department of Interior. Make 
it a musical, I was instructed. 
Not being old enough to know 
that it was beyond my powers, I 
actually did write, cast, direct, 
and produce a skit called “It 
Could Happen to You", which re¬ 
counted an episode in the lives 
of girls working in Washington. 
Two of the far from immortal 
musical numbers were called 
“The Carbon Copy Blues" and 
“Waiting in Line'. You have to 
write what you know about, 
right ? 

It's hard to believe all that 
was a half a century ago. I have 
visited Pearl Harbor since that 
time, and the past became very 
real to me again. But at least 
I no longer have the carbon copy 
blues. I use a copying machine!
